LOCARNO (Switzerland) Oct. 16. 
Europe's great security conference 
ended tonight in a victory for 
peace. 

At exactly 7:20 o'clock the Euro- 
pean statesmen who made this vic- 
tory possible threw open a win- 
dow on the second floor of the Pal- 
ace of Justice, and, rejecting 
decorum, announced to the wan 
ing multitude that the Rhine pact 
and other treaties had been furmal- 


ly approved.

this report. The ginning report 
for October 1 shows that 1,881,189 
bales have been ginned in Texas, 
and we estimate this to be 52 per 
cent of the total crop, which

“The ginnings are unusually 
high itn Texas and some other 
States because of the early plant- 
ing and the hot, dry weather dur. 
ing the late summer months, and 
it ie believed that more than half 
of the entire crop has been picked

Less Than 200,000 Horsepower Will. Handle Rail 


It is H. A. Barre, executive engi- 
neer of the Southern California 
Edison Company, the man who 
started the electric industry with 
the successful development of 220,- 
000-volt transmission lines, who 
vouches for the foregoing state- 
ments. Mr. Barre is not particu- 
larly enthusiastic over the pos- 
bilities of electrification of ral 
roads, although he is convinced 
that in some instances it ie prac- 
tical and desirable. 


SUPPLY AVAILABLE 

The Edison engineer also Abele 
as a myth the story that the ran 
roads are not able to electrify in 
the Southwest because an adequate 
supply of electric energy is un- 
available. Contrary to popular im- 
pression that an enormous amount 
of power is required for railroad 
operation, Mr. Barre estimates 
that less than 206,000 horsepower 
will be needed on the stretches be- 
tween El Paso, Tex, and the San 
Joaquin Vall thet are suitable 
for electrification. 

Power companies tn the South- 
west, Mr. Barre states, are ready 


whenever the railroads are ready. 
The companies may have to erect 
steam plants at certain points as 
auxiliaries, but they are prepared 
to meet the demands of the car- 
riers whenever it is deaided to 
convert from steam. The water 
developments in the mountains of 
California will produce the major 
portion of the energy without aim- 
culty, since most of the companies 
are constantly bringing new plants 
into operation. 

Ange the sections studied by 
the Southern Pacific engineers with 
the thought of electrification in 
mind is the Tehachapi grade. This 
investigation indicated that about 
$0,000 horsepower will furnish 
adequate energy for this stretch 
of line, and Mr. Barre says that the 
Kern River plants of the Edison 
company can handle this load with 
ease. Moreover, he believes that 
the Southern Pacific can profitably 
operate electric locomotives at this 
point on the line into Los Angeles.

Rallroads in the large eastern 
cities are gradually electrifying 
terminals as the best solution of 
the congestion problem. The effi- 
clency et the electric locomotives 
is quick.y demonstrated in this 
work, but it is only applicable at 
points on the main lines where the 
traffic movement is especially 
heavy, and not over the entire 
mileage.
